WASHINGTON. (A>)—The Unit¬ 
ed States and Great Britain, en¬ 
joying two-fifths of the world’s 
trade, signed in the White House 
today a trade agreement estab¬ 
lishing new economic tie.s. 

At the same time, the United 
States signed a new trade agree¬ 
ment with her second best cus¬ 
tomer, Canada. 

• Signatures were affixed in the 
presence of Pre.sident Roosevelt 
in the mirrored, gilded ea.st room 
of the White House. Prime Min¬ 
ister Mackenzie King signed for 
Canada, Secretary of State Hull 
for the United States and British 
Ambassador Sir Ronald Lindsay 
and Arnold Overton, second sec¬ 
retary of the British Board of 
Trade, for the United Kingdom, 
Northern Ireland, Newfoundland 
and the Briti.* colonies. 

With relations between the 
United States and Germany 
strained over Nazi violence 
against the Jews, the Anglo- 
American trade agreement ap¬ 
peared destined to bring the Unit¬ 
ed States and Britain closer to¬ 
gether and to push Germany still 
farther away. 

Germany, now on the United 
States’ economic blacklist because 
of her discriminations against 
American trade, is not eligible for 
the same tariff reductions grant¬ 
ed Britain under the new agree¬ 
ment. As a result, her exports to 
the United States are considered 
certain to suffer.

LONDON. (iPi—The British gov¬ 
ernment was said by a high au¬ 
thority today to have agreed to 
try to operate a plan offered by 
United States Ambassador Joseph 
P. Kennedy for removing thou¬ 
sands of Jews now suffering from 
a wave of violence and restrictive 
decrees in Nazi Germany.

Davis, 49, an officer In the de¬ 
partment 26 years, applied to 
Mayor Fletcher Bowron’s new po¬ 
lice commission for retirement "to 
safeguard my pension rights.” 

The chief is eligible for a life 
pension of $312 a month. He said 
reports he was to be replaced had 
caused confusion in the police 
force, but he was willing to stay 
on the job if the commission so 
desired. 


A sudden split between Sheriff Logan Jackson and his right-hand 
man. Chief Criminal Deputy Merle Dean, led today to Dean’s resigna¬ 
tion, reportedly because he opposed Jackson’s orders for a series of 
“raids” on an American Legion hi-jinx in Costa Mesa. 

Between 350 and 500 Legionnaire from Costa Mesa and Tustin 
posts were gathered in the Costa Mesa post’s new hall last night when 
deputy sheriffs made at least eight visits, at one time 14 uniformed 
men being reported in the hall at one time.

Dean closeted himself at home 
today, declining to come to the 
telephone. Mrs. Dean told news¬ 
men ”Mr. Dean has nothing at ail 
to say.” 

The flareup came as a complete 
surprise to others in the office, 
since Dean had been chief of crim¬ 
inal operations for the sheriff dur¬ 
ing Jackson’s entire term. The 
resigned chief deputy has been a 
police officer here for a quarter- 
century, and had intended to re¬ 
tire at the end of Jackson’s term 
of office whether or not Jackson 
was reelected.

Nazi Leader Hurls Challenge to 


World at Funeral of ^Martyr* 


Kelly Resigns as 
Public Works Head 


SACRAMENTO. bPt — Resigna¬ 
tion of Earl Lee Kelly, director of 
the state department of public 
works, effective Dec. 31 was re¬ 
ceived today by Governor Frank 
F. Merriam. 


DUESSELDORF, Germany. (Ah 
With a challenge to the world, 
the Nazis gave a martyr’s funeral 
today to the assassinated diplomat 
Ernst Vom Rath. 

Adolf Hitler, many other high 
officials and the whole nation—by 
radio — heard Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop close a 
funeral oration with an ominous 
repetition of the words of the 
Reichsfuehrer himself used on a 
like occasion in 1936: 

"We understand the challenge, 
and accept it.” 

Vom Rath was killed by a young 
Jew in the German embassy in 
Paris last week. The death touched 
off a wave of anti-semitic violence 
in Germany. 

Today’s impressive ceremonies 
in the Swastika-draped Rhineland 
hall recalled the funeral, at which 
Hitler spoke, of Wilhelm Gustloff. 
Neizi organizer in Switzerland who 
was killed Feb. 4, 1936, by a young 
Yugoslav student. That event pre¬ 
cipitated intensified anti-Semitism. 
German Jews expected new ac¬ 


tions and restrictive measures to 
follow the burial today. 

Von Ribbentrop and Ernst Wil¬ 
helm Bohle, state secretary and 
head of the organization for Ger¬ 
mans living abroad, extolled the 
young embassy secretary as a 
blood witness to the Nazi cause. 

They vowed the fight against 
international Jewry would be un¬ 
remitting. 

Bohle referred to Vom Rath as 
“the eighth victim abroad of the 
Jewish-Bolshevist lust for murder” 
and asserted; “The shots fired at 
Davos (Switzerland, where Gust¬ 
loff was killed), ^rcelona and 
Paris had but one aim—Germany, 
the third Reich. 

“Germans living abroad are 
everywhere attending to thetr call¬ 
ings and work as loyal guests of 
the states in which they live. 

“Yet they are today targets for 
hatred, persecution and the cal¬ 
umnies of the international sub¬ 
humanity, which concentrates all 
its strength upon the destruction 
of the resurrected Reich." 


Hitler did not speak. 

Flags waved at half staff over 
all public buildings, schools and 
many private dwellings throughout 
Germany. 

The Reichsfuehrer entered the 
hall promptly at noon, gave the 
Nazi salute while an orchestra 
played Beethoven’s Eroica, and 
then heard his aides eulogize Vom 
Rath. 

Von Ribbentrop declared that 
“lies and calumnies, persecution 
and murder are the means em¬ 
ployed by international Jewdom 
and other destructive powers which 
would like to block Germany’s 
road into the future. 

"If now a new wave of hate 
strikes out at us in the world. If 
an attempt Is made to desecrate 
the sacrifice of our deceased party 
comrade by new lies and calumnies, 
a storm of indignation rises 
throughout our nation. 

“Its determination at all times 
to sacrifice everything for the 
Fuehrer and the Reich becomes 
all the firmer.” 


In connection with Joseph 
Shaw’s grand jury appearance, 
the district attorney’s office an¬ 
nounced it was drafting an in¬ 
dictment on approximately 25 
falony counts. 


Russian Production 
Barred in Chicago 


CHICAGO. (A’i—The police cen¬ 
sorship board announced today it 


had barred from exhibition in Chi¬ 
cago the motion picture, “Prof. 
Mamlock." 


The picture had been booked for 
next week at a local theater. It 
is a Russian production based on 
Nazi racial prejudice, the board 
explained. Its action, it added, was 
on the ground that'it “might incite 
Chicagoans to riot” if viewed here.

ZABEL IN CHARGE 

In the sheriff’s absence and with 
Dean resigned, Herman Zabel, 
chief of the record bureau, was in 
charge of the office.

Dean’s resignation today was 
the third loss of a key man in the 
office in the past two months, and 
the second since Constable Jesse 
Elliott of Santa Ana won the elec¬ 
tion for .sheriff. G. F. McKelvey, 
deputy in the criminal division, 
has been under suspension since 
he was implicated in the "Fools 
Rush In” criminal conspiracy 
case; and Deputy Fred Swayze 
was discharged by Jackson two 
days after the election for "dis¬ 
loyalty and the good of the 
service.” 

Whether Dean’s position would 
be permanently filled so near the 
end of Jackson’s term was not 
known. 

Other Legion posts and other 
organizations planning holiday 
events were skeptical today about 
what Jackson’s future action 
might be.

DIES JEERED 
BY CONVENTION 
IN PinSBURGH 

PITTSBURGH. Pa. ISh — The 
Congress of Industrial Organiza¬ 
tions' convention, grinding out a 
policy program for liberal labor 
legislation, indicated today It would 
take action on proposals endors¬ 
ing the New Deal and calling for 
a third term for President Roose¬ 
velt. 

George Bucher of Philadelphia, a 
delegate of the United Furniture 
Workers' union, endeavored to oE)- 
tain passage under suspension of 
rules of a resolution lauding the 
New Deal’s program and putting 
the CIO convention on record for 
a third term for the Roosevelt ad¬ 
ministration. 

CIO General Counsel Lee Press¬ 
man interrupted Bucher’s motion 
to suspend the rules with the 
explanation that the resolutions 
committee still had under con¬ 
sideration several resolutions call¬ 
ing for blanket endorsement of the 
Roosevelt administration and a 
third term for the White House 
Incumbent. At Pressman’s request, 
Bucher defended his motion until 
the resolutions committee brings 
in its report. 

The 500 delegates a few minutes 
later went on record as approv- 
mg a social security program, 
which Harvey Fremmlng, chair¬ 
man of the committee on social 
security said meant a “tremendous 
expansion of the program put into 
effect under President Roosevelt." 

The resolutions established a 
committee on social security, en¬ 
dorsed adequate care for the aged, 
needy, blind and widows, approved 
the President’s national health 
committee’s activities and ordered 
a survey of the health cooperative 
field. 

The convention jeered the name 
of Martin Dies, chairman of the 
house committee Investigating un- 
American activities, when a dele¬ 
gate read a resolution calling for 
an "investigation of the un-Amer¬ 
ican activities of the Dies com¬ 
mittee.” 

J. E. Crossland, of the Indus¬ 
trial union council of Texas, Dies’ 
home state, said of Dies: 

“He looked young and bright 
and they though he would be an¬ 
other Huey Long and not another 
Hitler. ...” 

The jeers and b o o e s started 
when Crossland first mentioned 
the name “Dies” and continued as 
he declared it was impossible to 
get "rid” of the congressman at 
the last election because "some 
people still believe he may do some 
good.” 

Jeers were loudest as the speak¬ 
er added Texans were "ashamed 
of him.”

Stone-Hunters 

You’ve seen woodsmen chopping 
logs to pieces. But have you ever 
seen anyone cutting up pieces of 
stone with an axe, without ruin¬ 
ing the axe? 

* • • 

Chances are you haven't, but it 
can be done, according to R. O. 
Todd of South Main street. It’s 
even possible, he says, to hew out 
stone with an axe and build your¬ 
self a home—if you want to go 
to the trouble of hauling the ma¬ 
terial several hundred miles over 
mountain and desert. 

• • • 

Don’t try chopping up the first 
piece of stone you see, because 
that might be disastrous. There’s 
one kind of rock formation that 
can be chopped with an axe—it’s 
tufa, an extremely light, porous, 

volcanic product. 

• « • 

Todd, who operates the Santa 
Ana Quarries on South Main, 
claims that with some types of 
tufa he has found it would be 
possible to chop it up and build 
a neat little home. It would be 
a little impracticable, though, ha 
says, to haul it here from tne 
desert. 

• • * 

’This tufa, Todd says, weighs 
only about 40 pounds per square 
foot, whereas the ordinary rtone 
or rock weighs about 80 pounds 
per square foot. 

* * * 

More than a dozen kinds of rock 
are kept at the quarry. It’s used 
solely for ornamental and deco¬ 
rative purposes—to ’’dress up” pa¬ 
tios, walks, pools, walls, fireplaces 
or incinerators. 

4 » « 

’This supply comes from quar¬ 
ries located in various parts of 
California, Nevada and Arizona. 
To keep an adequate supply on 
hand, two trucks make regular 
trips over distances averaging 400 
miles a round trip. Most of the 
rock is obtained directly from 
quarries, although some of it is 
picked up from unclaimed por¬ 

tions of the desert or mountains ; 
• • • 

Rock picked up anywhere be¬ 
sides the quarries sometimes has 
to be pried out with crowbars, 

or even blasted out. Three men 
usually take two trucks, complete 
the trip in less than two days. j 
* * * 

Most of the business of the 
quarry is providing small pieces 
of rock to Individuals who wish to 
decorate fish ponds, rock gardens 
or beautify their backyard pools. 
Big orders are delivered directly 
from the Nevada pr Arizona 
quarry, without being unloaded at 
the South Main street heiwlquar- 
ters. 

... j 

One of the favorites for rock i 
gardens or fish ponds, says Todd, ] 
is tufa which comes from Death 
Valley. Because it is porous, it 
will absorb water, making It pos¬ 
sible for plants such as ferns or 
begonias to take root and grow in 
the rock itself. 

« » « 

’The Death Valley tufa, when 
kept in a cool, shaded place, is 
soon covered with green, velvety 
moss. ’This has ornamental value 
for a garden or fish pond, says 
Todd. j 

- • « I 

Prom Cosa Hot Springs, about 
150 miles north of Mojave desert,, 
comes red lava rock, which is also 
used in rock gardens and ponds. 
It is also extremely light and can 
be put to the same use as tufa. 

« « * 

Grimes lava, a multi - colored 
rock, is extremely heavy, unlike 
tufa and red lava. Being heavy, it 
can be put to ornamental use as 
wall rock, fireplaces, or similar 
usage. Grimes lava is brought 
from Death Valley. 

« « « 

On walls, the colored rock is 
stuck on the outside as purely 
ornament—not as the mainstay of 
the wall Itself. 

• • • 

’The huge, flat pieces of rock at 
the yard are either sandstone from 
Imperial valley or Arizona sand¬ 
stone. Both types are used for 
patios, walls, fireplaces. 

« « 

Tosemlte shale is used only for 
porch floors or patios. While there 
may be varying thickness of the 
flat rock, there is no difficulty be¬ 
cause it is laid in a bed of cement. 
’The thicker pieces of rock are laid 
deeper in the cement. 

• • * 

Big job in laying a porch or 
walk is getting all the many odd 
shaped pieces fitted together. 

* * • 

Surprisingly little equipment is 
needed to operate the quarry. ’The 
trusty axe performs its share of 
the duties; and there’s a small ma¬ 
chine which is used to cut flat 
rock into small pieces. It cuts 
from both sides, like scoring a 
piece of Ice; it’s then knocked off 
with a hammer.

Answering with a firm "no,” 
Dr. John C. Duvall of Syracuse 
University, New York, last night 
spoke before the regular Wednes¬ 
day evening forum held at the 
Little Theater in Santa Ana high 
school.

Two nip-and-tuck races for 
election to public office had been 
decided today, as results from last 
week’s balloting were made offi¬ 
cial late yesterday by county su¬ 
pervisors. 

Completion of the absentee-vote 
count gave Franklin G. West, 
Santa Ana attorney, a plurality 
of 129 votes over Justice of the 
Peace Kenneth Morrison in their 
race for judge of the superior 
court, office No., 2. 

An even closer race wound up 
in Orange township with the de¬ 
feat of Justice of the Peace Cal 
Lester by David Fairbaim of 
Olive, deputy sheriff, by the slim 
margin of eight votes. 

A contest was possble in the 
Orange race; Morrison had con¬ 
ceded West’s victory and said he 
would not demand a recount. 

West and Morrison, for a time 
only one vote apart on the basis 
of unofficial returns, wound up 
with a difference of 129 votes be¬ 
tween their respective totals. 

In the regular balloting, official 
totals gave West 23,890, Morrison 
23,733. Absentee votes went 339 
for West and 367 for Morrison, 
cutting West’s regular-vote lead 
of 167 down to 129. The oppo¬ 
nents finished 24.229 for West, 
24,100 for Morrison. 

Morrison's statement of yester¬ 
day, conceding West’s election at 
noon and offering his congratu¬ 
lations to the winner, was fol¬ 
lowed today by a statement from 
the judge-elect. West, who le- 
ferred his statement until his vic¬ 
tory was officially recorded, said: 

"I am most gratified that I 
have been elected to the position 
of judge of the superior court, 
and of course I am mindful of 
the great responsibility which will 
be mine in the position. The faith 
and confidence which have been 
reposed in me will Indeed be an 
inspiration. 

“My opponent and I have waged 
a vigorous campaign, and I know 
we are both very happy that it 
was conducted on an ethical and 
decent basis. I deeply appreci¬ 
ate his generous sentiments to¬ 
ward me and thank him sincerely 
for them.” 

Morrison, whose term as jus¬ 
tice of the peace expires next 
month, will enter private law 
practice. He did not run to suc¬ 
ceed himself in the lower court 
because of his candidacy for the 
superior bench, and Howard C. 
Cameron, Santa Ana attorney, 
was elected justice of the peace 
in the primary election without 
opposition. 

In the Orange township contest 
the margin of Fairbaim’s lead was 
but 17 votes in the regular ballot¬ 
ing; and Justice Lester, former 
county auditor and Orange city 
councilman and city clerk, picked 
up nine votes in the absentee 
ballots. 

In the regular voting Fair- 
bairn’s official total was 2722, 
Lester’s 2705. Absentee votes 
went 40 for Fairbaim, 54 for Les¬ 
ter, making final official totals 
Fairbaim 2767, Lester 2759. 

Lester, questioned about possi¬ 
bility of a recount, said he “had 
not been thinking of it.” Should 
he decide to go to court for a re¬ 
count and still be the loser, the 
proceeding would cost him about 
$200, it was said, on the basis that 
a county - wide recount costs 
around $2000 and Orange town¬ 
ship has about one-tenth of the 
county’s precincts. The justice's 
position pays $135 a month.

Deputies Try to Find ‘Burning Plane,’ 
But it is Giant Meteor, Speeding Across 
Sky; Hundreds Here See Phenomenon 


Glowing with a greenish light, 
a weird tail of sparks trailing be¬ 
hind, a giant meteor last night 
brought gasps of wonderment to 
the lips of the few hundred Or¬ 
ange county residents who hap¬ 
pened to be looking in the right 
direction. 

Two excited residents called the 
sheriff’s office, reporting a “burn¬ 
ing plane.” Police departments, 
newspapers and other offices 
throughout the southwest were de¬ 
luged with calls after the phe¬ 
nomenon, which occurred shortly 
after 9:30 p. m. 

The meteor, known to science as 
a bolide, sped across the sky 60 
miles above the earth to the north¬ 
east. Its light was seen as far 
south as San Diego and to the

Meteors are not uncommon this 
time of year, observatory officials 
in Los Angeles, reported. The bo¬ 
lide burned out at a distance of at 
least 50 miles from the earth, as¬ 
tronomers reported, but left be¬ 
hind it a tail of sparks which light¬ 
ed the sky for several minutes.

EMPlOYERSOF 
COUNTY TOLD 
TO STUDY UVY 

Official Information on child 
bor regpilations was issued today 
by Warren C. Mendenhall, super¬ 
visor of child welfare for the 
county school department. 

“Employers who have working 
In any capacity minors under the 
age of 18 years,” said Menden¬ 
hall, "should inform themselves 
regarding the child labor require¬ 
ments provided in the Federal 
Fair Labor Standards act, which 
went into effect Oct. 24. 

NOW FEDERAL MATTER 

“Provisions of this act do not 
greatly modify the child labor 
laws of the state of California, 
which were already in existence, 
except that ii, most cases a vio¬ 
lation thereof constitutes a feder¬ 
al offense and may be tried in the 
federal courts. 

“The state department and prop¬ 
erly designated local school offi¬ 
cials have been charged with the 
responsibility for issuing the prop¬ 
er permits to minors, and the of¬ 
ficial state work permit issued by 
the schools is the only permit 
which will in any way protect em¬ 
ployers from being charged with 
a violation of the law.” 

LAW EXPLAINED 

Provisions of the labor law, in 
skeleton form, were announced as 
follows: 

1. Children under 14 are barred 
from many occupations. 

2. No minor under 18—and in 
some cases 19—is permitted to 
work in any capacity whatsoever 
without an official work permit. 

3. Minors between 14 and 16 
may be employed only on the basis 
of protected schooling. 

PERMITS LIMITED 

4. No permi^c can be issued 

■ except within certain definite 11 m- 
’ itations—limiting the type of oc- 

cupaton with relation to its effect 
; on physical and moral welfare; 
, prohibiting certain occupaitons de- 

■ dared dangerous; stipulating that

A few days ago this newspaper questioned the wisdom 
of a proposal which Senator-elect Kenny, of Los Angeles 
county, has advanced; namely, to take steps looking to the 
elimination of the initiative process from our California 
constitution. 

Judge Kenny bases his opposition on the biennial 
nuisances which, he contends, the initiative measures con¬ 
stitute for the voters. The system provides a means, he 
argues, for well-financed special interests to present 
extreme, ill-considered and dangerous proposals that may 
thus become the law of the state. 

Sen. J. J. McBride has taken the trouble to ascertain 
to just what extent the people of California have, during 
the years, employed the initiative process. He learns from 
Secretary of State Jordan that 28 initiative measures have 
been adopted, while 71 have been rejected. 

We are unable to recall at this moment any particu¬ 
larly dangerous or highly undesirable law which has thus 
been enacted, while we can recall plenty of that type which 
have been turned down by the people. 

Before the legislature does anything along lines that 
Senator Kenny proposed it should make a study of the 28 
initiatives which have gone on the statute books by this 
process, determine how many of them are sound and bene¬ 
ficial, and what percentage, if any, have been harmful. 

We may learn that the 28 include some highly desir¬ 
able laws that, for one reason or another, the legislature 
has failed to enact. In any case, certainly no sufficient 
reason has yet been advanced for taking from the people 
this right of direct legislation. We doubt if a study of 
its actual results as shown by an analysis of these 28 
measures will produce such a reason.

The American Way 

The President’s appointment of former Gov. Alfred 
M. Landon of Kansas to the delegation which will repre¬ 
sent the United States at the Pan American Conference at 
Lima, Peru, was a master stroke. And Mr. Landon’s 
acceptance was just as fine.

In this vein, and not as an appeal 
to the non-existent reason of the 
thing, human beings must discuss 
its offensiveness and speculate on 
means of protecting themselves 
from its pervading stench and the 
dangers emanating from a rotting 
object in the street. 

This thing thinks that it is God 
and that all the creatures which 
crawl in it partake of godliness, 
while the members of the human 
race, being outside nazidom, are 
vermin to be subdued, sickened 
and destroyed by the germs which 
it gives off. It has called this 
I country a nation of gangsters and 
I boasted of its discipline and then 
, has ordered out mobs to murder, 

' loot and burn, offering the excuse 
j that the disciplined, non-gang¬ 
ster state was unable to control 
the rioters and maintain internal 
order. This country has had a few 
isolated, spontaneous mishaps of 
the same kind in Chicago, Spring- 
field and Atlanta, but with the dif¬ 
ference that the government in 
all such cases promptly leaped in¬ 
to the fight to quell the rioting and 
restore order. 

STAGE ALL SET 

This nazi thing for some time 
had been planning the final act in 
the debasement of the German na¬ 
tion, the re - introduction of hu¬ 
man slavery In a country which 
once could make honest boast of 
its intelligence and civilization. The 
assassination of one of its agents 
by a young hero in Paris was not 
the cause but the pretext. If this 
had been an outburst of uncon¬ 
trollable public indignation it 
would have happened three years 
ago, when another desperate vic¬ 
tim of its tortures killed one of 
its agents in Switzerland.

It cries “gangster!” at the 
American nation and pleads help¬ 
lessness when mobs stone two 
cardinals in their homes, smash 
and loot and throw a priest out of 
a window to his death. 

SHORE TO SHORE 

This nazi thing set adrift in a 
river a barge loaded with its vic¬ 
tims and laughed uproariously as 
they were stoned from shore to 
shore, threatened with death by 
beating wherever they should land 
and with death by starvation and 
exposure if they didn’t land. It 
has made human beings prowl in 
a field on ail tours, like beasts, to 
cut the grass by nibbling it with 
their teeth and has found humor 
in that. It has torn families apart 
and stoned them away In ail di¬ 
rections, never to be reimlted or 
know a day’s peace again in this 
world, and forbidden fathers even 
to beseech, much less to work, for 
food, warmth or medicine for their 
children. 

This thing has Infected the Ital¬ 
ian nation and haa even exported 
ita pestilence to this country 
through its bunds, while from Ger¬ 
many it reviles the very people 
whom the bunds are ordered to 
seduce. It has armed beyond any 
other power in the world and mo¬ 
bilized 1,500,000 men to crush an 
independent nation, but haa de¬ 
nounced this coun^ ai a war- 
maker because the United States 
has decided to repair Its defenses.

Science News 

CHICAGO — (By Science Serv¬ 
ice) — Sulfanilamide, the drug 
sensation of the day, has made a 
new conquest in the cure of brain 
abscess and the prevention of al¬ 
most certain meningitis. 

Dr. Paul C. Bucy of Chicago re¬ 
ports the latest spectacular usage 
of the new drug in the forthcom¬ 
ing issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical association. 

A 4-year-old child treated at the 
University of Chicago clinics was 
the patient who responded 
promptly to the sulfanilamide 
treatment when her critical con¬ 
dition was diagnosed as an abscess 
of the cerebellum. 

Surgeons opened the brain and 
drained the pus from the abscess. 
The surface of the cerebellum was 
swarming with hemolytic strep¬ 
tococci and meningitis seemed in¬ 
evitable. 

Immediately sulfanilamide 
treatment was begun. In two weeks 
the little girl was well again. 

Dr. Bucy declares that the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago Clinics in the 
future will treat all brain ab¬ 
scesses In a similar manner. 

A defect will be made in the 
skull over the abscess, the pus 
sucked out and sulfanilamide 
treatment begun. If this suffices, 
nothing further will be done. If 
not, the abscess will be opened, 
evacuated in the usual way.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON.—According to 
the Duchess of AthoH, whip of 
the conservative party on the floor 
of parliament, Prime Ministei- 
Chamberlain and his party have 
been kept in power only througli 
support by I^esident Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt’s statement support¬ 
ing Chamberlain’s agreement 
with Mussolini was a lifesaver, 
according to the duchess, and 
staved off probable parliamentary 
defeat. 

While the duchess was making 
these statements at a New York 
luncheon, Sir Willmott Lewis, as¬ 
tute and charming Washington 
correspondent of The London 
Times and unofficial ambassador 
of Great Britain, was nudging her 
to keep quiet. ’The last thing the 
British want known in this coun¬ 
try is any cooperation between 
Roosevelt and Chamberlain. 

TOO MUCH ENGLISH 

Evidence of this cooperation is 
worrying some of Roosevelt’s 
close advisers. They are saying 
nothing about it publicly, but the 
abrupt election upset, and the re¬ 
cent Gallup poll showing a sharp 
drop in Roosevelt’s popularity 
since the tragic Munich accord, 
are giving them the jitters. 

’The Gallup poll showed that 
Roosevelt’s popularity had shot 
up after his telegrams urging 
peace upon Hitler, then had drop¬ 
ped when it became apparent that 
his peace pleas were ignored, and 
that Chamberlain was no friend 
of the democracies. 

’The lessening popularity of 
Chamberlain, strikingly evi¬ 
denced by the defeat of a con¬ 
servative candidate last week in 
one of the largest districts, has 
made Roosevelt’s advisers anx¬ 
ious that his name not be linked 
with the British premier in any 
manner, shape or form. 

Yet, simultaneously, some state 
department boys are equally de¬ 
termined that Roosevelt shall 
continue in lockstep with Cham¬ 
berlain. Particularly is this true 
of Under Secretary Sumner 
Welles, who has just returned 
from a visit with the rarefied no¬ 
bility of Europe. 

The latest Chamberlain deal, 
now just around the comer, is on 
Spain. He and Mussolini are 
about to sell the loyalists down 
the river, and some state depart¬ 
ment career boys are anxious to 
have Roosevelt give the deal at 
least silent blessing. 

TTiis has aroused the opposition 
of three cabinet membem, Ickes, 
Wallace and Morgenthau, the only 
ones who dare talk out loud at 
cabinet meetings on foreign mat¬ 
ters. They are pulling wires to 
prevent Spain from being sold 
out, propose that instead of fol¬ 
lowing in Chamberlain’s foot¬ 
steps, Roosevelt should act inde¬ 
pendently, perhaps lift the Span¬ 
ish embargo as an indication that 
Chamberlain is not running U. S. 
foreign policy. 

FEUDAL PRINCE 

Tlte Italian prince Ascanio Co- 
lonna who is en route to Wash¬ 
ington as ambassador is a prince 
because his family, a thousand 
years ago, couldn’t keep the peace. 

In medieval times there were 
two great families of feudal bar¬ 
ons in Rome, the Colonnas and 
the Orsinis. ’They had private 
armies and waged murderous 
war on each other. 

The pope decided he would 
have to make them behave. Em¬ 
ploying the tactics of a modem 
child psychologist, be gave the 


two families appointed tasks to 
keep them out of mischief. 

He made the Colonnas and the 
Orsinis princes assistant to the 
apostolic throne. This meant that 
one representative from each 
family had the honor and duty to 
stand next to the papal throne at 
all ceremonies. Today the Co- 
lonna family is represented in the 
holy place by the brother of the 
new ambassador. A coasin is 
governor of Rome. 

Note—Tho retiring ambassador, 
Fulvio Suvich, is proudest of the 
fact that “The prince married a 
woman from my home town, Tri¬ 
este.” 

NEW RULES CHAIRMAN 

It's a sure thing now that the 
next chairman of the potent 
house rules committee will be 
Rep. Adolph J. Sabath. 

"The chunky. Czech-born Chi¬ 
cagoan, who has served longer 
than any other member in con¬ 
gress, is no world beater, but he 
has the one quality above all that 
administration leaders of the 
house now are desperately seek¬ 
ing—he will take orders. 

Sabath has first claim on the 
chairmanship by right of senior¬ 
ity. Under normal conditions, 
however, his advanced age, poor 
health and parliamentary inef¬ 
fectiveness might have provid^ 
leaders with an excuse to skip 
him for a younger and abler man. 
But not this time. 

The painful memories of the 
trouble kicked up by the insurg¬ 
ent John O’Connor are too fresh 
in the minds of the floor leaders. 
They know they can depend on 
Sabath to do as he is told and they 
are going to make him chairman. 
The decision was secretly made 
Within a week after O’Connor 
lost the democratic nomination 
in the September primary.

CAUTIOUS APPOINTMENTS 

It has become by tradition a part 
of the job of the president of the 
United States to attend at least 
one dinner each year of the Na¬ 
tional Press club in Washington. 
At such a dinner recently Roose¬ 
velt was the guest of honor, and 
(writes an Evening Standard cor¬ 
respondent) I was told this story 
of the proceedings: 

Private guests besieged the 
president for autographs. Some 
club members wore struck by the 
sight of Mr. Roosevelt hastily 
signing right and left; and specu¬ 
lated on the possibility of his un¬ 
wittingly signing an important 
document. One member slipped up 
among the autograph hunters and 
put before the president a menu 
card for signature. 

On the card he had scribbled: 
“I hereby appoint Herbert M. 
Bratter (a reporter) as ambassa¬ 
dor to the North Pole.” Folding the 
menu so the writing would not be 
noticeable, he stuck it under the 
presidential nose. 

The card came back duly signed. 
But Roosevelt had not been caught 
napping. He had scratched out the 
“North,” inserted “South,” and 
added as an explanation, “North 
Pole already occupied.”—Edin¬ 
burgh Dispatch.

STASSKN’S VICTORY 

Harold Stassen faces a great op¬ 
portunity as next governor of Min¬ 
nesota. 

In his successful campaign for 
the governorship he had the active 
support of many liberal and pro¬ 
gressive independents as well as 
conservatives. 

He really ran as an all-party 
candidate, making his appeal to 
the entire electorate from the start, 
and maintaining that approach 
throughout the campaign. 

Mr. Stassen’s victory, therefore, 
does not mean that Minnesota has 
gone reactionary, or now wants a 
reactionary state government. 

On the contrary, Mr. Stassen has 
convinced the voters that he is a 
true liberal. The response at the 
polls indicates that the majority of 
Minnesota people are confident 
that he will give the state a liberal 
and progressive administration, as 
he repeatedly promised, and will 
also make that administration ef¬ 
ficient and economical, with an 
attitude of sympathetic under¬ 
standing toward the problems of 
business and industry. 

It is hoped that extremists on 
both sides will forget their bitter¬ 
ness, now that the election is over, 
and co-operate with the new gov¬ 
ernor in the sincere hope and be¬ 
lief that he will represent all the 
people and not the republican 
party alone. 

Such cooperation with Mr. Stas¬ 
sen is, in the large sense, coopera¬ 
tion for ourselves in behalf of good 
government for ourselves. That 
cooperation is not to be narrowly 
defined as doing Mr. Stassen or his 
party a favor, but rather as a 
means of serving ourselves and 
our best interests. For it is always 
the people who must pay for poor 
government . . . and always the 
people who benefit by good gov¬ 
ernment. 

If farmer-laborites on the one 
hand and conservative republicans 
on the other will now bury parti¬ 
san animosities and unite their 
efforts for the good of the state 
and its people, progressing along 
liberal and sensible lines, the fu¬ 
ture for Minnesota is bright.— 
Minneapolis Star.

Last summer I used to lunch 
surrounded by the most beautiful 
mountain scenery that you can 
possibly see in Europe—or per¬ 
haps in the world. There is no 
other' easily accessible spot on 
earth where one finds such awe¬ 
inspiring, such spectacular views 
of immense glaciers and moun¬ 
tains that reach up into the sky. 
It's called the Gornergrat, and 
can be reached in two hours by 
cog railway from Lermott, Swit¬ 
zerland. Sitting on the terrace 
of the Kulm hotel, two miles 
above sea level, you see 59 glac¬ 
iers and 50 high peaks as you 
lunch. The main glacier is so 
close that if you had a good arm, 
you could hit it with a baseball. 

A few miles away to your right, 
the Matterhorn juts up three 
miles into the sky. 

One day I noticed a woman sit¬ 
ting at a nearby tble. She had re¬ 
moved her coat and the label on 
the collar proclaimed that the coat 
was made of “Grenfell” cloth. 
That label conjured up a delight¬ 
ful memory of one of the most 
remarkable Christ-like men I’ve 
ever met—Sir Wilfred Grenfell. 
He was stopping at a little hotel 
in New York. He told me that 
he slept on the floor so that he 
would not get soft. 

I think you would be interest¬ 
ed to learn how Sir Wilfred Gren¬ 
fell's whole life was changed by 
a sudden decision. He was •> 
high-priced doctor In a fashion¬ 
able section of London. One sum¬ 
mer he spent his vacation in La¬ 
brador. It was there he made 
his momentous decision. An un¬ 
selfish, Providence-guided decis¬ 
ion which has been the mean.s of 
alleviating the suffering of hun¬ 
dreds of persons every year. The 
fi.shermen in Labrador were so 
miserably poor that they were al¬ 
ways on the verge of starvation; 
the country so barren that .some¬ 
times the cows had to be fed on 
codfish. Sir Wilfred’s heart was 
moved and stirred. The climax 
caipe when he found that among 
the .30,000 fi.shermen there was not 
I one physician. 

“I’m going to stay here and be 
their doctor,” he said. 

He gave up his fa.shlonable Lon¬ 
don practice and moved to bleak, 
windswept Labrador. He has suf¬ 
fered deprivation week after week, 
month after month. He has en¬ 
dured Indescribable hardship. He 
I has slept all night on floating ice; 

I he has been lost in the wilds of 
I Librador; he has been so hungry 
that he has eaten the .sealskin 
straps of his boots. 

But Sir Wilfred Grenfell works 
for an ideal—to relieve distrcs.s. 
He has been there 45 years. He 
never expects to leave. 

He Is one of the happiest men 
I ever met. "I’m happy because 
I'm living a life of service,” he 
told me. 

We can’t all go off to Labrador 
and live a life dedicated to serv¬ 
ice, but we can do little things 
for people every day. Some lit¬ 
tle kindness here, a helping hand 
there. Try this little daily think¬ 
ing of others—it’ll make your life 
one hundred—two hundred—per 
cent happier.
